Thoroughly reliable sources 
have told the Townsman that the 
Selectmen are split, 4-1, but that 
the manager has been notified of 
the decision, 

Official confirmation could not 
be obtained before the Townsman 
deadline Wednesday, but the 
sources from which the informa-

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Time To Think, Plan, Understand 


at a critical point, may make this whole problem of school 


Much has been said about the complexity of secondary 
school construction planning, and the need for careful 


study in this most vital area. 


But a go-slow warming, no matter how often repeated, 
is not necessarily just a user of space — in this case, 


it’s a matter of importance. 


Considerable doubt has been cast on the proposed 
school site — whether it has too much peat or not will be 


discovered by test borings, 


recently authorized by the 


Finance Committee. Other and probably more familiar 
questions about the school include that of addition vs 
new building — and this one, all by itself, is a tough one 


to answer, 


What we’re re-stating here is a thought that rushing, 


Necessary 


Nuisance 


The nuisance value of driving a circular route, to avoid 
detours, has been emphasized by many an annoyed 


motorist lately. 


And we can sympathize — indeed it is a nuisance to 
drive extra miles, and spend added time, in reaching a 
destination that usually is so easy to find. And the 
natural tendency is to critically blame the sewer projects, 
and wonder why such a situation was ever allowed to 


happen. 


But in looking at this problem in greater detail, it 
should become obvious to everyone — nuisance or not — 
that the accelerated program of construction can not be 
done without interfering with traffic patterns. There never 
has been a method devised for installing sewer pipes, 
without digging a trench in the ground first. 

It seems to us that logical emphasis has been placed 
on getting the job done as quickly as possible. Plans 
have been made for detours, which consider the needs of 
the schools and all public safety vehicles. Few residents 
have been truly bothered \beyond the point of being a 
nuisance — it is to the credit of the town that forward- 
looking plans were made, rather than depending on a 
haphazard approach to the work. 


Vigor On The Board 


The Selectmen, with all the appearances of an energetic, 
serious-minded body, seem to have taken hold of the 
many recommendations of the Study Committee, with 
promises of eventual compliance. 

A meeting Monday night appeared to indicate either 
substantial agreement with the recommendations, or a 
willingness to further study the Committee’s suggestions. 
Statements of the Board members indicated their desire to 
be forceful in the area of policy-making, and aggressive 
in the pursuit of detailed knowledge of the many town 


departments. 


To accomplish the latter, sub-committees will be 
named and individual members of the Board will thus be 
in a position to get acquainted in detail with a specific 
department. He can then better inform his colleagues 
about that department’s requirements and problems. 

All in all, Monday’s meeting seemed to signal a fresh 
start on municipal problems — we trust this is so, and 
that progress will be evident in the weeks and months 


immediately ahead.

In the interest of better 
health for the community as 
a whole, the local dentists 
are providing this examina- 
tion at no charge to those who 
wish to attend.
